It is also 
recognized that if the present low 
level of exchange continues for ao 
‘period, the cost of living is, likely 
to increase still" more. This may 
necessitate & further adjustment of- 
wages in the case of locally engaged 
assistants. Any. adjustment, how- 
‘ever, would be of a temporary

I quéte from’ the speech-of the 
Hon: Mr, R, G. Shewan on pages 
1OL and 102 of the 1919 Hansard. 
“There is only one matter which 
L really meant to refer to. I had 
the honour to serve'on the Civil 
Servants’ Salary Commission and I 
wis rather surprised when I return- 
ed to the Colony to find that no 
officia| ’ announcement had been 
made on that subjebt,.... As to 


tour recommendations I think I may }. 


say, without revealing, any secrets 
that we approach the matter. deter- 
mined not to lay ourselves open 
te any’ charges. of extravagance. 
We meant’ to be os economical and 
conservative of the Colony’s moncy 
as we could possibly be, but T om 
bound to, say that'on inquiry into 
the matter, we found that, the case 
for the civil servants for the redress, 
of their grievance“was overwhelm- 
ingly strong. They ‘have ‘euffered 
long and silently and stoically from 
the fluctuations of exchange 
the high rent of houses and from 
cthe general increa¥ed cost of living 
in the Colony. “We examined per- 
sonally every applicant. ond in no 
‘instance did we recommend any ex-. 
penditure.oz any increase. that we 
did not think absolutely justified by 
facts, ‘It was o matter of bare 
justice and nothing more.” 

But, Sir, we are not dealing now 
with the question of whether the 
salaries fixed in 1919-20 were jener- 
ous at that time. Many of us were 
not here then and cannot say how 
they’, compared with 
living in’ those days, “What we 
have’ to consider, is whether the 
present. salaries ‘and system of pay- 
ment are’ fitted to the conditions 
of to-day. .

YOUNG: HAKKA AT THE * 
‘CRIMINAL SESSIONS, : 
JURY, RETURN VERDICT OF | 
“NOT GUILTY.” | 


The case in which a young Hakka, 

Xi Lan, was charged with having 
tnken part in a. robbery, together 
with three other persons not in 
custody, was concluded before Mr. 
Tustice Wood yesterday, when the 
jury, after hearing: the evidence, 
returned a verdict of not. guilty, 
’ ‘Prisoner was . not legally” repre- 
sented, while the case for the Crown 
was conducted by Mr: H. Somerset 
Fitzroy,” 0 

Outlining the case, Mr. Fitzroy 
snid that the erime with which the 
prisoner stood. charged was com- 
mitted on May 17 of 245 a.m. He 
“(the prisoner) lived in a matshed 
near the tunnel leading to the Old 
Fortress, which was on the hillside 
just above the Bay View Police 
Station. In another matshed far- 
ther. up, there lived two touples, 
Tang Sing and his wife and Lam 
Fook and his wife. They also-had 
n-daughter’ each. living with them. 

During the«night, some people 
entered the tunnel. and four men 
entered the matshed occupied by 
Tang Sing and the others, The 
first-named would say that the men 
Were armed with dangerous imple- 
ments, while one of them had aa 
electric torch. “He ‘put up a struggle 
but was no match for’ the robbers, 
who later broke ‘open.a wooden box 
and from there stole » jacket ond 
$16 in money. Another jacket con- 
taining 84.and a silver watch hang: 
ing’ on ‘the wall was also taken. - 

Too Dark to Soo the Faces. 

The intruders then: made away 
and, “Counsel added, Tang, Sing 
would say that it was too dark, in he 
could not make ‘out’ the faces, ot 
any of them. Lam Fook, however, 
would say that the robbers had a 
torch each, and he saw their faces 
plainly. The reason why he could 
place prisoner - was beenuse he had 
a talk with him afew days’ before 
the crime was committed.,” .

Nothing 
was found in his hut which would 
connect him with the robbery, but 
a little later the police found the 
jacket stolen from Tang Sing in the 
tute.
